Pasadena board of city directors 
oti 'I'uesday adopted a resolution 
gi.liig to the city of Sierra Madre 
jL.l^.lietion in Mattoon Act pro- 
^;e,Li.gs for that portion of the 
^c.itral Avenue opening project 
lying within the limits of Pasa¬ 
dena. The resolution as adopted 
provides: 

That the board of directors of 
the city of Pasadena hereby con¬ 
sents to the improvement of Cen¬ 
tral Avenue in the city of Sierra 
Madre and its extension in the 
city of Pasadena as proposed by 
Resolution No. 322 of the board 
of trustees of the city of Sierra 
Madre, copy of which is on file in 
the office of the city clerk of the 
city of Pasadena, with City Man¬ 
ager’s Report No. 3894, subject to 
the approval of plans, specifica¬ 
tions, assessment district and 
zones for such improvement by the 
city engineer and superintendent 
of streets of the city of Pa.sadena 
and the board of directors, when 
such plans and specifications are 
prepared and submitted for ap¬ 
proval. 

Under the Mattoon Act a high¬ 
way opening project affecting one 
or more citie.s and county territory 
may be put through by the gov¬ 
erning body of any one city or 
county, when the other govern¬ 
mental units have given con.sent. 
The county authorities have al- 
reaiiy expres.se(i a willingness to 
yieUi jurisdiction to Sierra Madre 
in this case, although no formal 
action has been taken. 

J. M. Campbell of Sierra Madre, 
who has been active in promoting 
the project, first as secretary of 
the chamber of commerce and 
later in an indepemient capacity, 
says the most cordial cooperation 
has been given by George W. 
Jones, county roatl commissioner, 
County Counsel Mattoon and his 
Staff, City Eingineer Warren C. 
Ehirle of Pasadena, and especially 
by Secretary William Dunkerly of 
the Pa.sadena chamber of com¬ 
merce. The county authorities 
have informed him the project can 
be expedited by the city because 
of the great amount of improve¬ 
ment work loaded upon the county 
staff. However, they will he in 
constant touch with the situation 
and give whatever guidance is 
necessary to ensure proper han¬ 
dling. 

In addition to the extension of 
Central Avenue westerly to give 
a clirect highway into Pasadena 
and Los Angele.s, the pre.sent plan 
is to widen and straighten the 
street east of Baldwin Avenue, es¬ 
pecially where it passes through 
Arcadia territory. E’rom the ea.st- 
Sierra Madre limits to Santa Anita 
.Avenue is a di.stance of 1970 feet. 
The street is narrower and the 
lines do not coincide with the 
Sierra Madre street lines. The

Sierra Matlre Arboretum re- 
%^'ed its first donation of a col¬ 
lection for its prospective herbar¬ 
ium, during the past week. Mrs. 
Helen Lukens Gaut, noted maga¬ 
zine writer, who live.s in Los An¬ 
geles, wrote the Sierra Madre Bo¬ 
tanical Society and offered the en¬ 
tire collection accumulated by her 
father, Theodore Parker Lukens, 
a notable naturalist, botanist, trav¬ 
eler and writer. Mr. l.ukens spent 
many months, at various times, in 
the forests of California, studying 
the llora and collecting cones, 
leave.s, tlowers and other valuable 
specimens about which lie later 
wrote. This collection became the 
property of his daughter. 

The collection is valuable to stu¬ 
dents of botany and especially val¬ 
uable to students of California 
flora. 

The material is carefully clas¬ 
sified and includes enough speci- 
nients to fill an entire room. Mrs. 
Gaut is preserving it for the Ar¬ 
boretum and will turn it over to 
the Botanical Society when it.s 
building is ready in the Canyon 
Arboretum. The collection is the 
largest and finest private collec¬ 
tion of its kind in existence. It 
is worth many thousands of 
dollars. 

The Arboretum committee under 
the leadership of E^rank Shearer, 
superintendent of Ixi.s Angeles city 
parks, is checking over the col¬ 
lection and will gradually make 
such amendments u.s it may find 
necessary in classifications. 

“This is a very valuable collec¬ 
tion,” said Mr. Shearer, “and it 
will give us a deci.sive start in 
organizing the herbarium. 'I’he 
collection was intelligently made, 
by_an expert, and under conditions 
that could not be duplicated today. 
It is specially valuable because it 
gives u.s a start in our collection 
of California speciment.s in which 
we will specialize. I anticipate 
we will receive many adilitions to 
this collection and 1 look forward 
to a special endowment for the 
proper establishment and main¬ 
tenance of thi.s herbarium. 

“This is a fine indication of the 
interest the world ouGide is taking 
in Sierra Madre Arboretum.”

Grass Fire Is 
Started From 
HighVoltage

Work Delayed by Construe' 
tion of Big Santa Anita 
Dam Under Way 


Some small hoys’ prank started 
a fire Tuesday afternoon that 
threatened the city pumping plant 
with destruction and might have 
resulted in a grass fire which 
would have reached the mountains. 
The fire was caused by a wire 
which was thrown across electric 
power lines carrying a voltage of 
15,000 to the pumping plant trans¬ 
formers. This caused a powerful 
arc which melted the insulating 
material from some of the wires 
and dropped the hot particle.s into 
the dry grass beneath. 

Plant Superintendent Joe Hogan 
saw the grass fire, turned in an 
alarm and went to work. Piompt 
respon.se of the fire engine brought 
the neces.sary help to extinguish 
the fire before it had gone very 
far. If the short circuit had oc¬ 
curred at night or when there was 
no one close at hand there would 
have been great difficulty in stop¬ 
ping the fire before it leached the 
mountains. 

Water Superintendent J. E. Car¬ 
penter says every effort will be 
made to uientify the hoys who are 
believed to ha'.'e thrown the wire 
over the power lines. All boys 
should be impre.ssed with the fact 
that such pranks are not only ex¬ 
tremely dangerou.'^ but have a se¬ 
vere penalty attached under the 
state law. 

The Edison Company’s crew 
came to replace the sections of 
wire where the shore circuit oc¬ 
curred. They found that one^ of 
the very heavy transmission wires 
had been burne<l about half thru 
at the point of contact.

Splendid instruc¬ 
tion was provided nn<l she found 
her work inten.sely intereAing al¬ 
though very ' heavy. In spite of 
her heavy load she was given com- 
mendahly high marks for her en¬ 
tire cour.se. 

With the opening of .school Mrs. 
Barker will enter upon a new set 
of duties. Under the recent ar- 
nuigement entered Into by the 
city she will not only carry on the 
work of municipal nurse, but will 
also serve as .school nurse and as 
local representative of the county 
health department. Salary and ex- 
jTenses of her work will be borne 
jointly by the city, county and 
school <listrict. In addition to the 
advantage of economy there will 
be the further gain of closer co- 
onlinution between the diffcre.nt 
department.s. Health problem.? 
di.scovered in the course of school 
work can be followed up to better 
advantage in the homes of the 
pupils by combining the two ac¬ 
tivities in one health officer. 

It is her desire for the best 
possible preparation for her school 
work and to keep abrea.<t of the 
times in all public health matters 
that caused Mrs. Barker to under¬ 
take the summer course. She en¬ 
joyed the work thoroughly because 
of the splendid array of men ami 
women of high professional stand¬ 
ing who were available as teach¬ 
ers and special lecturers. During 
her absence the work of her office 
has been carried on by Mis.s Sona 
Kazanjan of Monrovia. 


Another important highway 
link in the approaches to Sierra 
Madre will be improved in the 
near future. Work was started 
this week on the paving of the 
west siile of Santa Anita Avenue, 
the famous “double drive” in .Ar¬ 
cadia. The contract wa.s let by 
the Arcadia city trustees at their 
meeting last week, A. O. Nelson 
being the low bidder. 

The money for this improve¬ 
ment ha.s been on hami for some 
time in the .Arcadia city treasury. 
The we.st side was left unpaved 
purpo.sely until completion of the 
hauling of rock and gravel for the 
Big Santa .Anita dam. All Arcadia 
street improvements have been 
paid for out of general bond is¬ 
sues of the municipality. It is Wie 
boast of the city to have the first 
completely paved sy.stem of streets 
in any city in California. 

Completion of the paving on 
Elast Grand View .Avenue now- 
looms up as increasingly import¬ 
ant. The street is entirely within 
the Sierra Madre city limits, but 
the property lying along the .south 
side of the unpaved portion of the 
street lies within the Arcadia 
boundaries. Improvement of this 
street by joint action of the two 
cities woul<l complete a loop for 
a drive of unu.sual scenic beauty.

Plans and specifications for the 
new city hall have been comph'ted 
by .Architect R. M. Elnlayson and 
approved by the city tru.stees. Bids 
Ml the construction of the builditig 
W’ill be opened at a special meet¬ 
ing of the board of trustees on 
Thursday night, September 1. Bids 
must be filed in the mean time 
with City Clerk Dietz. 

Whether the city hall can be 
buit for $20,000 or $21,000 as 
hoped by the trustee.? is a puzzle 
which soon will be solved. The 
only answer can be provided by 
the bids of the competing contrac¬ 
tors. Tie<l to the limitations of 
the exi.sting foundation, trying to 
meet all the requirements of the 
various city departments and at 
the same time to provide a pro- 
sAntable design has given Archi¬ 
tect Finlay.son a problem which 
will make him earn all the money 
he gets for the job. 

The city hall bond fund contain¬ 
ed $24,052.50 on July 1. This can 
be spent directly only for building 
purposes. But portions of any 
bond fund which are not used for 
the authorized purpose revert to 
the general fund of the city. It 
has been the plan of the trustees 
to save enough out of the bond 
fund so that the furnishings can 
be purchased out of the remainder 
when It is turned into the general 
fund. 

Proposals called for in the res¬ 
olution adopted last night at the 
meeting of the city trustees may 
be for the entire building, or seg¬ 
regated bids may be submitted for 
the building, the plumbing and 
the electrical work. 


Memories of war times when 
the balloon training .school at Ross 
Field kept the air full of balloonss 
were brought to mind on We<lnes- 
day when an army balloon spent 
the morning floating about over 
Sierra Madre and vicinity.

Wednesday’s flight .started at 4 
a. m., and reached a maximum al¬ 
titude of 4000 feet. Most of the 
time was spent at about 2000 feet. 
After being becalmed for some 
time at that altitude the party de- 
cideil to make a descent. Upon 
trying to open the -value and let 
the gas out the mechanism failed 
to'Work.

Double tracking of the Foothill 
Boulevard is the latest proposal in 
connection with the project for 
widening that thoroughfare.

T he city of Manhattan Beach will incor¬ 
porate a levy of twelve and a half cents 
on each $100 of assessed valuation for the 
purpose of advertising the city. Last year’s 
assessed valuation of Manhattan Beach was 
$2,670,000, which would yield $3337 at the 
rate named. 

Sierra Madre had an assessed valuation 
last year of $3,500,000. At the rate of the 
Manhattan Beach advertising levy this 
would yield $4,375. That would certiiinly do 
a lot to put Sieira Madre on the map. 

But there is not much use in advertising 
to bring people to town unless we have 
something to keep them here. The things 
we do not have should at least be in the^ 
definite project stage, so we can show the 
prospective residents that we are going for¬ 
ward instead of in reverse. 

The city ti'ustees are understood to be 
planning on a budget allotment for adver¬ 
tising, during the coming year. That is the 
1 sensible policy so that all may share in the 
cost of what benefits everyone.

the constantly increasing demand 
for bakery products from every 
section of S(»uthern California. 

When conqileted, the new plant, 
together with the adjoining pre¬ 
sent structure, will embrace clo.se 
to 240,000 s(iuare feet of floor 
space. The basement of the new 
building has been provided with 
a series of cold storage rooms for 
the storage of perishable mer¬ 
chandise, and is so designed that 
the amount of refrigeration in the 
various rooms may be diminished 
or increase, depending on the 
season of the year. 

.A feature of the new bakery 
will be the largest travelling 
oven of the west, with a total 
length of more than 100 feet. The 
dough enters at one end and e- 
merges in loaves at th(* other, un¬ 
dergoing the process of baking 
while travelling slowly from open¬ 
ing to exit. .Approximately $165,- 
0(10 wonh of bakery machinery 
will be installed. .
